Fort Worth, Texas, March 4.—

Escorting the Grand Marshal was 
a platoon of mounted police.

phans’ Home at Corsicana, which 
headed the first division, and whose 
music was splended. The natty ma­ 
rine uniforms of the little fellowa 
lent brilliant prelude to the geor-

ANARCHIST SCARE IN CHICAGO. 


Chief of Police Hae Fight at Hla Home 
With a Red. 


Chicago, 111., March 3.— Chief of 
Police George M. Shippey, his son 
Harry and his driver, James Foley, 
were wounded by an anarchist who 
attempted to assassinate the police 
official in the hall of the latter's res­ 
idence yesterday morning. The des­ 
perate struggle, in which Mrs. Ship­ 
pey and her daughter Georgetta 
joined, was terminated when the 
chief drew his own revolver and shot 
and killed his assailant. 
The attack is believed to have been 
the result of a widespread conspiracy 
to harm officials who have been ac­ 
tive in suppressing manifestations of 
anarchy in this community. 
Other city officials arc said to have 
been threatened, and a police spy 
who recognized the corpse of the 
man who invaded Shippey’s home as 
that of a person who regularly at- 
ten anarchist meetings, asserted that 
the man was chosen by lot to do 
away not only with the Chief of 
Police but also Mayor Busse. 
Harry Shippey is the most severe­ 
ly hurt of the injured in yesterday’s 
affair. 
He was shot through the 
breast twice, and was probably fatal­ 
ly wounded. 
His father was stabbed 
in the arm, while Folev received a 
bullet in the wrist. 
Mrs. Shippey 
was kicked by the desperado, but her 
hurts were slight. 
Following the attack, squads of 
policemen were sent into the Ital­ 
ian and Ghetto districts of the city. 
Places known as the headquarters of 
secret societies suspected of anar­ 
chistic tendencies were raided, and 
before midnight a score or more of 
arrests have been made. 
The man was identified last night 
as a man named Lazarus Averbuch, 
who for the past three weeks has 
lived at 218 Wabash Avenue, on the 
west side of the city. His identifica­ 
tion was established through a sister 
to the man, who was taken by the 
police to the undertaking rooms. 
Averbuch was twenty-two years 
old, and occupied rooms at the above 
address with his sister, Olga. 
He 
was a Russian student. 
He came to 
America 
three months ago from 
Austria, to which country lie fled two 
years ago, following the massacre 
of Jews in Kishinev, Russia, where 
his home had previously been. -

action involves the honor of another 
man’s household, or for the man who 
fails to keep faith with a woman. 
That being the case, there should be 
some way, it would seem, of getting 
at the matter legally. If a man is 
liable to commit acts deserving 
death, then why should there not be 
definite laws providing penalty for 
such ficts. 
If a man steal a horse 
'from He neighbor, the only recourse 
for the man who has suffered the 
theft is by way of the court. There 
he may have the offender punished. 
But in cases such as the one in Den­ 


ver and hundreds of others all over 
the country, the injured party must 
be judge, jury and executioner. That 
should not be. 
If society at large, 
and one individual in particular, 
have suffered at the hands of an­ 
other individual, then it is matter 
of public protection that the offend­ 
ing party be punished in manner 
proportionate to his crime, but pun­ 
ishment should be the province of 
the court and not of the individual. 
Laws governing the matter, it may 
be argued, would prove ineffective. 
Laws providing punishment 
for 
theft and murder have not stopped 
either crime, but they have estab­ 
lished the penalty and placed the au­ 
thority for the infliction of the pen­ 
alty. Laws governing the honor of 
a man’s household and the faith of 
man to woman would probably not 
control the shocking disregard for 
the laws of right living, but if cer­ 
tain things were made to bear sure 
and heavy penalty, such cases would 
become less common and the courts 
of the country would be saved many 
long, debasing and expensive mur­ 
der trials.—Fort Worth Record.

an embalmer. It’s a long time be­ 
tween courts, and with an embalm­ 
ing establishment, when one of the 
lupine family happened to come to 
*n untimely end, he could be carted 
off to the wild animal undertaker 
and put in pickle until the next reg­ 
ular sitting of the county legislature. 
Should neither of these suggestions 
meet the approval of the Pecos so­ 
lons, they might employ an amateur 
taxidermist, whose functions should 
be to stuff and mount all the car­ 
casses of wolves, lions, coyotes and 
wildcats consigned to his keeping.

Sev­ 
eral years ago an enterprising man 
in Southwest Texas made quite a 
fortune tapping these trees for their 
gum and selling it to gumarabic 
dealers. 
The mesquite tree tapped 
in midsummer exudes large quanti­ 
ties of gum.—Coleman Democrat. 
And that is not all. Analysis ha3 
shown that the mesquite yields a very 
large per cent of tanic acid, an arti­ 
cle that enters 
largely into com­ 
merce. As fuel it has few superiors; 
as posts for wire fencing, its dura­ 
bility is second only to red cedar. 
Even the leaves of the mesquite pos­ 
sess rare medicinal virtues, while the 
bean furnishes a food for stock that 
is as nutritious as corn or oats. The 
mesquite is a valuable asset in West 
Texas.—San Angelo Standard.

T he experience of every farmer who

Trouble in bringing 
corn from a great distance is due to 
the fact that it is affected so quickly 
and completely by environment. We 
have found in our own experiments 
that the shape and character of the 
grain of corn is frequently changed 
markedly by growing in a new envi­ 
ronment for one season, and that no 
matter how carefully a variety of 
corn may he selected and improved, 
when taken to a new environment it 
will be subject to change until com­ 
pletely adapted to its new location. 


Just as an Illustration. 
A young postmaster at a little vil­ 
lage in Mason County deposited the 
funds of his postoffice in a Mason 
bank and instead of making the de­ 
posit to himself as postmaster, he 
merely deposited in his own name.

He was indicted, arrest­ 
ed and tried before the United States 
district court last week, and acquit­ 
ted. 
It was shown by counsel for 
the defense that there was no evil in­ 
tent on the part of the defendant and 
hence his acquittal, but nevertheless 
the postal law had been violated and 
your Uncle Sam is a jealous old 
uncle and always carries such cases 
to the utmost limit. It is exceeding­ 
ly risky to violate the postal laws, 
and ignorance is no excuse in the 
law. 


The Split Log Still Winning. 
Bonham has had her split-log 
drags running this morning on full 
time and they are doing fine work. 
Here is the saving of running the 
drags instead of the $350 grader: 
Cost of drags, $3 each; number of 
drags, one-balf dozen, total cost be­ 
ing $18; salary of men, one to each 
drag, not over $1.50 each; total, $9 
per day, to be used three days at a 
grand total of $27 for them. Few 
more mules are required for all the 
drags than for one grader, and each 
drag does 
better work than the 
grader and doe3 it faster. The drag 
is a good thing, so let us have it every 
time there is a possible chance to run 
it.—Bonham Herald.

Of course, we all realize the advan­ 
tage of having a pedigreed variety 
of corn; that is, one which has been 
selected and improved with care for 
some time, so as to fix the desirable 
qualities and eliminate many that 
are not desirable. If there is no va­ 
riety which you consider of special 
value for your community it would 
be good policy for you to get some

all sensation from The limbs, so that 
it has been found possible to ampu­ 
tate a m an’s leg while the patient re­ 
tained consciousness, and could, had 
he been allowed to do so, have even 
witnessed the operation. 
The patient 
could feel no pain, and after the opera­ 
tion and when sensation returned ex­ 
perienced nothing but the sense of 
bruising, which is one of the sequels 
of grave operations. The curious name 
of the anaesthetic, “stovaine,” is due 
to its discoverer, M. Fourneau.

TAMPA’S DID FIRE LOSS 


IT IS S E N A T O R B R A D L E Y . 


Chicago, 111., March 3.— Chief of 
Police George M. Shippey, his son 
Harry and his driver, James Foley, 
were wounded by an anarchist who 
attempted to assassinate the police 
official in the hall of the latter’s res­ 
idence yesterday morning. The des­ 
perate struggle, in which Mrs. Ship­ 
pey and her daughter Georgetta 
joined, was terminated when the 
chief drew his own revolver and shot 
and killed his assailant. 
The attack is believed to have been 
the result of a widespread conspiracy 
to harm officials who have been ac­ 
tive in suppressing manifestations of 
anarchy in this community. 
Other city officials are said to have 
been threatened, and a police spy 
who recognized the corpse of the 
man who invaded Shippey’s home as 
that of a person who regularly at- 
ten anarchist meetings, asserted that 
the man was chosen by lot to do 
away not only with the Chief of 
Police hut also Mayor Russe. 
Harry Shippey is the most severe­ 
ly hurt of the injured in yesterday’s 
affair. 
He was shot through the 
breast twice, and was probably fatal­ 
ly wounded. His father was stabbed 
in the arm, while Foley received a 
bullet in the wrist. 
Mrs. Shippey 
was kicked by the desperado, but her 
hurts were slight. 
Following the attack, squads of 
policemen were sent into the Ital­ 
ian and Ghetto districts of the city. 
Places known as the headquarters of 
secret societies suspected of anar­ 
chistic tendencies were raided, and 
before midnight a score or more of 
arrests have been made. 
The man was identified last night 
as a man named Lazarus Averbuch, 
who for the past three weeks has 
lived at 218 Wabash Avenue, on the 
west side of tile city. His identifica­ 
tion was established through a sister 
to the man, who was taken by the

$40,000; Esberg Gunst & Company, 
branch of Stachelberg, loss $40,000; 
Fernandex & Brother, loss $20,000. 
All factories carried large stocks 
of tobacco and cigars. 
The area 
swept by fire embraced all that por­ 
tion of the city between Twelfth and 
Michigan Avenues and 
Sixteenth 
and Twentieth Streets. 
It originat­ 
ed in the boarding house of Antonio 
Diaz, 1714 Twelfth Avenue, and, 
fanned by a strong wind, spread fan­ 
shaped, defying the efforts of the fin1 
department, which was handicapped 
by very weak water pressure, to check 
it. 
Occupants of over 200 dwelling 
houses, thrown into a panic, rushed 
out, attempting to have but little of 
their belongings. 
Fully one-half of the people ren­ 
dered homeless were out of work, 
and their shelter became an imme­ 
diate problem. 
St. Joseph's Convent was opened 
to them by order of tile Jesuit Fa­ 
thers, 
and 
many 
found 
lodging 
there, while others were accommo­ 
dated in homes throughout the city. 
Besides these, thousands of men will 
be out of employment on account of 
tile burning of the, factories.

That being the case, there should be 
some wayj. it would seem, of getting 
at the matter legally.

death, then why should there not be 
definite laws providing penalty for 
such acts. 
If a man steal a horse 
from Ws neighbor, the only recourse 
for the man who has suffered the 
theft is by way of the court. 
There 
he may have the offender punished. 
But in cases such as the one in Den-

ver and hundreds of others all over 
the country, the injured party must 
be judge, jury and executioner. That 
should not be. 
If society at large,

Laws governing the honor o 
a man’s household and the faith of 
man to woman would probably not 
control the shocking disregard for 
the laws of right living, but if cer­ 
tain things were made to bear sure 
and heavy penalty, such cases would 
become less common and the courts 
of the country would be saved many 
long, debasing and expensive mur­ 
der trials.— I ort W orth Record.
